THE FORM OF RECIPROCITY PROPOSED 

by the Government of the Dominion of Canada 
lacks every element of the seductive 
title by which it is ht to com- 
mend it to our people.

Why, simply this: That if the United, States will 
agree to admit certain Canadian products free of 
duty, Canada will agree to admit certain Ameri- 
can fabrics free of duty.

ENLARGEMENT OF A PETTY TRADE, 
consents to subordinate and sacrifice an interest 
that representa our distinctive nationalities, in 
all climes and upon all seas; an interest that has 
given more and asked less of the Government 
than any other of similar magnitude; an inter- 
est more essentially American, in the highest 
and best sense, than any other which falls under 
the legislative power of the Government, and 
which asks only to-day to be left where the 
founders of the Republic placed it nearly a 
century ago. 

Against the whole policy of adjusting rev- 
enue questions by the treaty-making power, I 
desire to enter, on behalf of my constituents, 
one emphatic protest.

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LOCAL LETTERS, 
GAS-WELLS. N 
Te the Editor af The Chicage Tribune: 

Sie: In your issue of July 5, you give an in- 
teresting description of a gas-well that has 
recently been struck at South Chicago, and sug- 
gest that the matter be investigated by the 
Academy of Sciences. The suggestion will un- 
doubtedly be acted upon by that body at an 
early day; but, in the meantime, I would offer 
the fallowing facts and theory for consideration; 

Gas-wells are comman ia Western New York 
and Pennsylyania, where the gas has been 
used for several years for illuminating and 
beating purposes. The City of Fredonia, 
N. I., bas been lit wich natural gas for the 
past twelve years. Several manufacturing 
establishments at Erie, Pa. have used 
natural gas as their principal fuel for over ten 
years, and the supply seems to be undiminished, 
Over one-third of the inhabitants of Titus- 
ville, Pa., use natural gas exclusively for 
fuel, and innumerable engines in the oil regions 
are run by means of gas as fuel. The gas is 
readily burned in an ordinary stove or 
over an ordinary grate, by having s 
common gas-pire coiled by a blacksmith, after 
which irom five to fifty quarter-inch holes are 
drilled into the pipe, and it is placed in position, 
and connection made with the street-mains. 
Tweoty jets, with the ordinary pressure, through- 
out the oil regions are sufficient to furnish fuel 
for a twenty-four-berse-power engine day and 
night. There are immense quantities of natural 
gas burned in the oil regiou in the open air, in 
addition to ali that is utilized, and, although 
this waste bas continued for several years, the 
supply remains still apparently undiminisaed to f 
auy considerabie extent. 

Geologically, the oil-producing rocks of Penn- 
sylvavia lie immediately ander the Trenton lime- 
stone ; and, although no fossils have been, or 
ean be, obtained from the oil-bearing strata, 
they probably W to the Onondags or 
Heidelberg group of New York. The fact 
thas salt-water is produced in large quan- 
tities from the same frocks is pre- 
sumptive evidence that they are continuous 
with the ealine formations of New York, The 
Trenton luimestone is known im Wisconsin as the 
upper magnesian of Oven, and locally as the 
Galen limestove of the Wisconsin geological 
survey.

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 

Now that the tax-grab law has been knocked in 
the head by the Supreme Court, and now the 
people of Illinois have effected an immedi 
saving of $2,000,000 and a prospective saving of 
some $13,000,000, besides the annual: interest 
thereon, it will not be amiss to review the action 
by which this unjust and illegal tax was levied 
upon theinhabitants of the State, with a view of 
fixing the responsibility therefor. As we took 
pains to show at the time, all authority for im- 
posing this iniquitous taz was taken away by the 
pew Constitution. It was also taken away by a 
statute passed since the adoption of the new 
Constitution—a statute which prescribed that 
the Governor, Auditor, and Treasurer should 
fix „ percentage of tax which would 
yield $2,500,000 ‘for general State expenses 
and $1,000,000 for schools, and no more,—in all 
$3,500,000. Nevertheless, these functionaries 
proceeded to levy 64. 800, 000, in glaring defiance 
of law. It was a long time before an ission 
could be extorted from anybody at Springfield 
that this extra tax was intended to satisty the 
demands of the holders of railroad-aid bonds is- 
sued by towns and counties, for which the towns 
and counties had received stock in the railroads 
so aided, and for which the people of the State 
at large are in no wise responsible. Finally, 
however, it was admitted that such was the pur- 
pose of this extra and illegal tax. But it was 
pleaded that the law of 1869 required the State 
officers to make the levy, and hence that they 
were not to be blamed. 

We shall not again go over the argument to 
show that this was an untenable position and an 
inadmissible plea. The Supreme Court has 
shown all that abundantly, But supposing the 
State officers believed that the law of 1869 au- 
thorized them to levy this tax—they did know 
that there was a grave doubt concerning its 
The new Constitution was before 
them declaring that no portion of the State 
revenue should be used for any purpose except 
as appropriated by law, and that no commuta- 
tion sof taxes should ever be allowed to any 
municipality, and that the State should never 
pay or be responsible for any debts contracted 
by public or private corporations. If this drag- 
net was not broad and sweeping enough to in- 
clude the grab-law of 1869, it would manifestly 
be impossible to frame one that would. 
But we will not go so far as to insist that the 
Governor. Auditor, and Treasurer knew that the 
grab-la had been repealed. We do claim that 
they knew there was grave doubt about it. Know- 
ing this, they still went on and levied the tax, 
and collected it as far as they were able. They 
gave the benefit of the doubt to the bond-

There is another precious lot who should not 
be forgotten.

Their entire action at Springfield, last fall, was 
predicated on the grab-law. They raised the ag- 
gregate assessment from some $480,000,000 to 
$1,350,000,000, in order to make the grab that 
much larger. They afterwards doubled the Cook 
County assessment? for the same purpose,—a 
compliment which Cook County will return to 
them this fall in a way they will be apt to re- 
member. Several other counties not owing 
railroad aid debte were served as badly as Cook 
County. We acquit the Board of any particular 
spite against Cook County.

They had before 
them neither hope of reward nor fear of pun- 
ishment, We shall be surprised if the latter 
part of their expectations be not grievously dis- 
appointed. 


OUR COAL-FIELDS. 

While Mr. W. R. Greg is lamenting the antici- 
pated loss of Engiand’s coal supply, and her 
consequent industrial decline, Prof. E. B. Au- 
dre ws, in the last number of the International 
Review, affords ample proof that in this coun- 
try we need not fear any decline from lack 
of coal, for a great many thousand years at 
least. America has the coal-fields of Cape Bre- 
ton, Novia Scotia, and New Brunswick. We are 
assured, on the authority of Dr. Dawson and Sir 
William Logan, that tne carboniferous forma- 
tion of Novia Scotia is the thickest in the world. 
Massachusetts offers us the first coal-field met 
with on entering the United States, but the 
character of the coal is none of the best. Penn- 
sylvania abounds in anthracite, bituminous, and 

semi-bituminous. Its anthsacite fields are the 
best of the kind known. There are of such an- 
thracite fields or basins, in all, 427 square miles. 
The total number of tons shipped from the an- 
thracite district of Pennsylvania alone for the 
year Sending Nov. 20, 1873, was 20,025,019. 


From the Alleghany Mountains westward to the 
‘middie of Ohio, a distance of from 250 to 300 


miles ; northward, a distance of 100 miles ; and 
southward, through West Virginia, Kentucky, 
and Tennessee, to Tuscaloosa, in Alabama, extend 
the largest and most interesting coal-fields inthe 
world,—fields measured not by acres or square 
miles, but by great States.” Another great coal- 
field lies partly in Indiana and stretches west- 
ward over nearly the whole prairie land of 
Illinois. Illinois is one great coal-field. An- 
other large store of coal is found in Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, and Utah; 
and in Northwestern Texas on the Brazos River 
is a field of unknown extent. In Michigan 


there is a small coal-field near the centre of the 


lower peninsula. The quantity of coal in ail 
these fields it is impossible to estimate. One 
writer calculates the area of productive coal 
measures for the United States at 225,000 
square miles, but this is an over-esti- 
mate. Of fields not belonging to the 
true coal measures we have one near 
Richmond, Va., thought to be of the triassic 
formation. In North Carolina are two small 
coal-fields, and beyond the Mississippi are vast 
fields of lignitic coal, one of which ie estimated 
‘at 400 miles in length by 150 miles in breadth. 
Other fields are found in Utah and Wyoming. 
In California there is another lignitic coal-bed. 
There are coal mines at Seattle, in Washington 
Territory, on Vancouver's Island, and even in 
Alaska. We have, in the United States, proba- 
bly more than six times as much coal as there is 
in the whole of Europe, and thirty-six times as 
much as in Great Britain. England, it is pre- 
sumed, will not be able to mine her coal 
even ag far down in the bowels of 
the earth as Mr. Greg supposes. Prof. 
Stanley Jervis calculated that the English 
coal supply would not last more than 110 years. 
When ours shall give out, no one can calculate; 
and thus it is mathematically proven that the 
future great industrial age shall belong to us 
unless, indeed, some means shall be devised to 
collect and utilize the sun’s heat for purposes of 
fuel. 


THE CASE OF THE REV. MR. DANDY. 

The next clergyman to be subjected to trial by 
the Church authorities in this city is the Rev. 
William C. Dandy, pastor of the Ada Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church. The formal 
charges have been made by the Trustees of the 
Ada Stregt Church. and, while they may in faét 
involve serious matters in the discipline of the 
Church, to the outside world they must seem to 
be something frivolous. Nor is this last view of 
the charges at all weakened by the circumstances 
out of which they have grown. Mr. Dandy was 
for several years Presiding Elder of this district, 
and, when he closed that service, he was ap- 
pointed by the Bishops tothe Ada Street Church, 
near which he had been residing for years. A 
portion of the congregation were opposed to this 
proceeding, they disliking Mr. Dandy and de- 
siring some other pastor, Notwithstanding the 
fact that, according to the law of the Metho- 
dist Chureh, the action of the Bishops in 
assigning pastors is one from which there 1s no 
appeal, and to which obedience and submission 
are required of the lsity, there has been an 
open revolt against Mr. Dandy's pastorate trom 
the beginning. The result is that the temporal 
government of the church has been inharmo- 
pious. Mr. Dandy has beea desirous of having 
the business matiers of the church put in the 
hands of those friendly to himself, while the 
side have used their power to make things 


comfortable for him. He preferred charges 


against Mr. Ira Brown, one of his more con- 
spicuous opponents, and these charges against 
the minister seem to have been based upon the 
principle of ‘‘ you're another.” The charges are 
lying, dishonesty, patronizing dancing-school, 
smoking tobacco, trying to get the church in 
debt, vindictiveness, and inefticiency. The 
charges ate signed by Mr. J. C. Garland, Secre- 
tary of the Trustees. 

While the charges are strong, the specifications 
are weak. Thus to sustain the accusation of 


lying it is recited thas Mr. Dandy said on one

It 
is farther recited that the congregation has 
fallen off, etc., etc. 

Ohe of the greatest evils of these cases of 
church prosecutions is that the charges and 
specifications are generally of such an insub- 
stantial character, and betray so strong a desire 
to punish a man with or without cause, that the 
effect upon the mind of the world’s people is to 
bring religion into contempt. In church con- 
troversies, the sca)ping-knife is most commonly 
the first weapon used. It speaks well for Mr. 
Dandy that his opponents in his church, animated 
by a desire to force bis removal from the pastor- 
ate, have been unable to get up any specifica- 
tions of lying and stealing more flagrant 
than those set forth inthe indictment. They 
have evidently raked the whole field, and found 
nothiog but tobacco-chewing and dancing to con- 
dema him withal, for the charge of tying, when 
sifted, amounts to nothing but an ill-natured 
remark, The fact that men claiming fo be 
church-officers, and actuated by a desire to pro- 
mote the cause of Christ, would get up such a 
parade of trivial complaints, and stamp them 
with the imposing brands of lying and 
„ dishonesty,” is one of those weaknesses which 
does more barm to religion and more to bring it 
into ridicule than anything that could be said or 
written by the scoffers and the infidels in a

SCHLIEMANN’S TROY. 

A writer in a recent number of the Cornhill 
Magazine ridiculed the idea that Dr. Schliemann 
had discovered the site of Aucient Troy. He 
said that Schliemann did not possess any archa- 
ological talent, and that he did not discover the 


remains of Troy at Hissarlik for the very simple 


reason that the site of old Troy had been already 
discovered at Boumabashi, Gladstone, who is, at 
least, as good a Homeric scholar as he isa states- 
man, in au article on Homer's place in history 
published in the June number of the Conlempo- 
rary Review, takes a different view of the results 
of Dr. Schliemann’s excavations. The writer 
of a very able article in the Quar- 
eri) Review (No. 272) had, before Gladstone 
wrote his, considered it as proved beyond a 
doubt, by Dr. Schhemann’s researches, that s 
prehistoric city existed on the small hill of 
Hissarlik in the Troad,—a real Troy with certain 
marks of probability. The points of agreement 
bew een the excavations and the poems are the 
following: The excavations of Schliemann pre- 
sent to ua, in the city they unveil, the handi- 
work of great primitive builders. 80, says Glad- 
stone, do the poems of Homer. The walls of 
Troy were the work of Poseidon. The great 
building race of .prehistoric times are thus 
brought in relation to Troy. The excavations 
show that copper was the staple ma- 
terial of which the implements, utensils, 
and weapons of the unearthed city, so far as 
they were metallic, were made. And so they are 
in the poems of Homer. The excavations prove 
that there was abundance of copper in the dis- 
covered city, and that bronze was occasionally 
used. Zo, Gladstone thinks, do the poems. 
The two head-dresses, or ernaments of pure 
gold, found in the excavations, Gladstone 
thinks, offer an entirely satisfactory explana- 
tion of the*twined or plaited fillet of gold which 
was part of the head-dress of Andromache, torn 
off in her agonyof grief at Hevtor’s death. 
Schliemann discovered six oblong plates, 
which he supposes to be the talania 
of Homer. They range in weight from 171 to 
190 grammes ; on an average about 5 ounces. 
These plates, Gladstone says, might have been 
used for payments or for making presents, or as 
accumulated wealth, and in the manufacture of 
rate snd valuable objects for great and royal 
households. In the poems of Homer the use 
of such metals is spoken of thronghoat in such 
connéctions. Another point of correspondence 
between the poems and the excavations is the 
absence from both of statues of the gods, In 
the poams, objects of fine art generally are im- 
ported into Greece. The ornamental objects 
found by Schliemann are most probably 
not the productions of the same people, 
whose esthetic ability was consumed in scratching 
caricatures of eyes and noses on their earthen- 
ware. Writing is but once mentioned in the 
poems. The inscriptions fonnd in the Troic 
level evidence a condition of affairs in which 
that art was either entirely unknown or only in 
ite infancy. Iron¢has not been found in the ex- 
cavations, and in the poems it is very rare. At 
Hissarlik there are no traces of painted pottery. 
Neither is there mention of it in the poems. 
The larger works of art mentioned in the poems 
aro of silver, not of gold; and Schliemann 
found a vase of silver, but no large vessel of 
gold. According to the Lliad, Schliemann thinkd 
that Troy should have had s population of 
50,000 inhabitants. The smallness of his dis- 


covered Troy disappoints him, hmited, as he 


thinks it is, to a space of 260 yards. But Glad- 
stone shows that Troy was anvthing but large, 
well- but, or broad-wayed; and that the poems 
and the excavations fortify each other, so far as 
the latter go. 

It would indeed seem as if Schliemann had dis- 
covered the Ancient Troy. Gladstone is in- 
clined to think so, and scarcely any man living 
is more competent to judge. 


HORSEFLESH AS FOOD. 
Horseflesli as an article of diet is coming into 
favor in Paris and in some of the cities of Ger- 


mavy. This ie due largely to the influence ot 


scientists like M. Isidore Geoffroy Saint-Hilaire, 
and of certain skillful veterinary surgeous, who 
took the very practical way of inviting the rep- 
reseatatives of the press and of medical boards 
to banquets, the principal dishes served at which 
were of horseſlesh, in order to prove how excel- 
lent a food it was. In this way they showed 
that the new dish was heaithy and nutritious. 
Since the year 1866 there have been places in 
Paris where borseflesh has been kept constantly 
on sale, just as beef isin ordinary butchers’ 
shops. In large cities there are, and always will 
be, @ class of people who will find 
it economical to use such meat in 
preference to any other; and, aa 
matter of fact, it is in large cities that ite con- 
sumption is greatest. From 1866 to 1872, there 
Were sisughtered in Berlin alone 25,878 horses, 


of the meat being used for human consumption. 


introduced in 1859, between which time and 
1872 there were slaughtered 3,905 horses for 
such purposes. In Vienna there were in 1867 
two butchers who dealt exclusively in horse- 
flesh, and in 1870 there were eight. Edward 
Smith,in his work on foods, considers horse- 
flesh healthy and nutritious. Horseflesh is 
used boiled, in the shape of a hash, and in other 
forms. It makes good soup, steak, and 
sausage. In Paris there have been slaughtered 
since 1866 70,128 horses, 43,709 of which were 
killed in 1870-71. Of late years the consump- 
tion has been increasing in Paris, owing to the 
high cost of other meas. 
— 

Tho degree of LL. D. of Cambridge Univer- 
sity may be an honor of the highest possible 
form. But the value of it may lie, as does that 
of many other things, in the good company kept 
by the recipient of the honor. In this case two 
American gentlemen were fortunate in the re- 
ceipt of English degrees, James Russell Lowell 
and Robert C. Winthrop, of Boston. The only 
other foreigner thus honored was the great 
French astronomer, M. Leverrier. The list was 
headed by Chief Justice Cockburn, whp was 
eulogized as an expounder of international lew 
and as a Judge. Among the others sim- 
ilarly honored were Sir Bartle Frere; Sir 
Charles Lyell, the famous geologist; Sir 
James Paget, the great surgeon; Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, the nation’s present military idol; Sir 
Gilbert Scott, the architect; and E. A. Freeman, 
the historian. It is not appareat to the average 
American that the services of the warrior and 
poet entitle him to the same reward as that of the 
surgeon and philanthropist. But, if the poems 
of Prometheus and Harvard Commemora- 
tion Ode” are of no greater service to bumani- 
ty thao the Asbantee expedition, the author's 
life has been a vain one. it is not to be von- 
dered at that the University of Oxford, whose 
honors are not easy, conferred on the hero of 
the hour the degree of D. C. L. As these are 
both legal honors,—* Doctor of Laws” and 
Doctor of Common Law,” the natural deduo- 
tion would be that the institutions of learning 
in Great Britain unite in declaring the bullet and 
bayonet the highest form of law, and its success- 
ful exponent worthy of the highest civil rank.

The facility with which religious discussion 
descends to battle vi et armis was illustrated 
recently in Baro, a suburb of London. Brad- 
laugh, the same anti-regal Bradlaugh who leo- 
tured in Kingsbury Hall, and the Rev. Mr. 
Grant, unknown to this Republic, entered into a 
controversy on Secularism versus Christianity.

And now Mr. Grant lays about bim from his own 
pulpit, aod utterly demolishes the absent Brad- 
laugh, who, for his part, writes the most vehe- 
ment editorials in his own paper, in which he not 
only devastates his opponents religion, but 
proves conclusively that, if he ever gets his 
bands upon bis opponent’s nose, nothing but a 
regard for their mutual positions before the 
public will prevent his wrenching the same. If 
this is Secularism, we cannot conscientiously 
find fault with Mr. Grant's opposition to it. A 
clergyman with a tweaked nose, whether that 
tweak be applied by Religionist or Secularist, 
would appear but a ridiculous Defender of the 
Faith. 28 

A flattering portrait of Mr. Gladstone in the 
character of Apollyon may shortly be expected 
in Punch and the Low-Church religious publi- 
eatiovs of England. Archbishop Tait, of Cün- 
terbury, has introduced into the House of 
Lords a bill for the regulation of pub- 
lic worship. It is a Low-Chursh mess- 
ure, intended to restrict the ceremonials 
of the Rivwalistic party by providing some 
sure means of convicting the sinful en- 
courager of vestments and censers. Strange to 
say, with all its peculiarities, English ecciesias- 
tical law is so unevenly woven that a wily of- 
fender can always find a hole through which to 
escape. In such oases the offended Bishop is 
called upon to pay the legal expenses of the un- 
successful haul. The bill is drafted to mend 
the meshes of the seine and save the fisher of 
men the expenses of failure. After passing the 
House of Lords, the bill is now before the Com- 
mons. Mr. Gladstone announces his intention 
to fight the bill, and will probably succeed in 
rending the Establishment. It is possible that 
his opposition is not weakened by the circum- 
stance that Queen Victoria originated the move- 
ment, as the head of the Church.

Barnum in the Ballicon Business. 
From the New York World, July 3. 

P. T. Barnum is now making arrangements 
for the ascension of a balloon which is mtended 
to cross the Atiantic Ocean at an-early day in 
charge of Prof. Donaldson. As many attempts 
have already been made by well-kaown sero- 
nanta, all of which have proved failures, Mr. 
Barnum has decided to make several experi nents 
for the purpose of first testing the easterly cur- 
rents and making all requisite observations. 
These experiments will be twelve in number, 
and Prof. Donaldson has been engaged to 

ovally carry them out, Several bal - 
oons are now demg constructed which 
will contain about 30,000 feet of gas. 
They are of silk, and will be fitted up with 
every modern and scientific appliance for taking 
records of the different temperatures encoun- 
tered at various aliitudes, and it is intended for 
each ascent to continue from twenty-eight to 
thirty hours in duration. When these experi- 
ments: are completed Prof. Donaldson will 
make his report to Mr. Barnum as to the feasi- 
bility of crossing the Atlantic. Should the re- 
port be favorable a suitable balloon will be at 
once manufactured, made of the vest material 
and on the most approved plan, so that a thor- 
ough trial in crossing the Atlantic may be made, 
The cost of the experimental balloons will be 
about $2,000 each.

HYDROPHOBIA. 


The New York Neurological Seciety to 
Consider the Cure and Prevention of 
the Dread Disense--Dr. Hammond's 
Theory indorsed by Leading Scien- 
tists. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New Yors, July 5.—At a meeting of the New 
York Neurological Society to-morrow, hydropho- 
bia, with special reference to recent cases to the 
means of prevention and cure, and to the care 
of dogs, will be the subject of discussion. Drs. 
William A. Hammond, Frank Hamilton, Hadden, 
Cross, and others of the noted medical men of 
city, will take part in the debate. 
Dr. Hadden, who had charge of the McCormick 
case, will give a history of the case wile 
in his bands. Dr. Hamilton, who bas had etpe- 
rience, will talk of the attempts of French and 
English scientists to fathom the disease, Dr. 
Hammood will give a detailed account of bis 
discoveries in examining microscopically the 
medulla oblongata taken from McCormick, and 
propose a means for the prevention and treat- 
nieut of hydrophobia. He will also cite import- 
ant cases of recent date. Among them will be 
that of Ada Claire, the actiess, who died in this 
city, a few months ago, of hydrophobia received 
from the bite of a trick dog. It will be proved 
that the dog had rabies, and that when 
it wasin severe parokvamsit would obey its 
master’s voice and whip aud do its tricks, and 
was as ready to follow rats as when well. This 
is an extraordinary feature of the disease. Dr. 
Hammond will also propose a set of resolutions 
recommending to the city autborities, and in fact 
to all Common Councils, that, as a prevention, 
and instead of muzzliag, ao ordinauce be made 
requiring that the canine teeth (the two long 
front ones) of every dog be filed out. 
The moraiog after ‘the Tribune came 
out with its full exclusive account of 
Hammopd’s discovery of 2 true 
lessou in hydrophobia, the 7wres came out wth 
a number of letters, purporting to be from 
bysicians, denying the ibilhty of such 
ngs as Dr, Hammond claimed to have found. 
This proves to be only petty jealousy of the 
Times of its rival's enterprise, for to-day Dr. 
Hadden, one of those who was quoted, called 
on Dr. Hammond and declared to him that he 
bad neither written tothe Times or said any- 
thing to its representatives. All scientists in 
the city acknowledge the accuracy and great 
value of Dr. Hammond's theories and dis- 


coveries.

Of last week, the boy had been sent on an erran 
| to a street close by bat did not return, and it 


was not till the morning of that day, Tuesday 
of the present week, that be had been 
found by his mother in the neighborhood 
and taken home. When brought home 
in the morning, beyond looking dirty and tired, 
the boy appeared as wel! as ever. e explained 
that he had determined to start out in life for 
himself, and bad taken a situation on a peddiler's 
cart to miud the horse. Associated with him in 
the business was another boy liviog in the 
peighberhood, and at whose parents“ 
house he had slept the first two or three nights. 
The situation was not a lucrative one, and on 
the occasion of the peddler's cart journeying in 
a dav or two to a distant * ar of the city, some- 
where im the wicinity of the Grand Central De- 
pot, the boy, becoming hungry, resigned his posi- 
tion aud started for home on ove of the Fourth 
avenue freight-cars. On his way down he feil

His father makes the last 
statement as a certain occurr In conver- 
sation with a Zimes reporter, Dr. Taylor said 
that he believed recovery from certain spec.es 
of hydrophobia possible, generally in the case of 
children, when the imagination had nothing to 
do with the physical developmeut of the disease. 
In this opinion he was fortified by a suilicient 
number of recorded cases among ical writers 
on the subject in other countries. He believed 
that the poieon of the dog bite was of the same 
nature as that of thesnake or many venomous in- 
sects, and capable of being antidoted. In the 
case of the boy McLean, had not the convulsive 
spasms and disease been amenable to the treat- 
ment given, it was bis intendon to have injected 
some stromg stimulant, such as ammonia, into 
the veins of the patient as a powerful antidote.

MR, DELANO AND THE INDIAN COM- 
MISSIONERS, 


The Late Clerk of the Board Relates 


the Manner of Secretary Delano’s | 


Treatment of the Commiissioners— 

Constant Endeavors to Shield Beet 

and Fiour Contractors—Underhand 

Attacks on the Agents of the Com- 

mission. 

To the Editor of the New York Tribune: 

Sim: The causes of the resignation of the 
six original members of the Board of ladian 
Commissioners do not seem to be generally un- 
derstood. The Board haviog bad a t ex- 
perience of the bopelessness of effecting any 
permanent reform im the Indian Bureau 
so long as that Bureau is under the 
control of the Interior Department, de- 
sired, first, to effect a separation of the 
former from the latter, and then to tender their 
resiguations to the President. Their theory was 
that, if the Indian office was hke the Bureau of 
Agriculture, independent, aod im charge of a 
man of bigh character, to be selected by the 
President, with Inspectors to k a strict su- 
pervision over the agents nominated by the te- 
ligious bodies, the services of the Indian Com- 
missioners would uo longer be needed. Coutrol 
over the Indian Bureau was the one thing of all 
others that they didnot desire and would not 
assume. It was an invariable rule of the Board 
not to nominate any one for oftice or to influ- 
ence appointments, and it will be remembered 
that Mr. Brunot declmed to accept the position 
of Commissioner of Indian Affairs, when it was 
tendered to him by the President. 
The charges made before Congress 
against the Commissioner of Iudian 
Affairs emanated from a disappointed con- 
tractor and had no connection with my report, 
which did not deal with the Commiscioner, ex- 
cept in the cases of McCano’s transportation 
and Dodge’s corn contracts, of both of which 
frauds there is overwhelming evidence. There- 
fore, my report had nothing to do with the resig- 
nation of Mr. Bruvot and his colleagues. It is 
fair to presume that the gentlemen-who signed 
tue letter of resignation knew much better than 
any one else what their reasons were, and it is 
but simple justice to men of the highest integ- 
rity to accept their statement of their own rea- 
sons. Had they been so disposed, they could 
have published a letter much longer than their 
annual report full of evidences of their efforts 
to check fraud, and of their failure, owing to 
the active hostility of the Interior Department; 
but they were content simply to warn the Presi- 
dent that all was not well, and to point out the 
respousibility of the Secretary of the Interior 
for the preseut condition of affairs. 

As Chief Clerk, and at times Acting Secretary, 
I have been intimately acquainted with all the 
transactions of the Board with the Interior De- 
partment for three vears, and “sow whereof [ 
speak when I say that nothing bat true philau- 
thropy and forgetfulness of self, in their desire 
to serve the Indiansgthe President and their 
country, could have induced them to submit for 
one-half that period to the official discourvesy 
they encountered, as well as the attemyted as- 
sumption of authority over them by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and his in termeddlinss with 
their organization. His positive hostilitv, both 
official and persooal, were manifestd whenever 
the members felt it to begheir duty to disapprove 
1 and fraudulent accounts. They 

ave also been misrepresented to members of 
Congress, some of whom were only too willing to 
hear and repeat the tale told to them in the Inte- 
rior Department. This Department also conde- 
scended to assail the officers of tae Commission 
as soou as their experience in Iodian affairs made 
them valuable aids to the Board in carrying out 
the letter and spirit of the various acts of Con- 
gress creating aud continuing it. Mr. Vincent 
Colyer, than whom no more single-minded or 
honest pablic servant ever existed, was driven 
from his post of Executive Officer of the Board 
by Secretary Delano, because he was constant 
and fearless in his a‘tacus on the corrupt prac- 
tices of the Indian Ring. Mr. Thomas K. Chon, 
the last Secretary, was under the ban of the De- 
se and his dismissal asked for because of 

is activity in ucearthing frauduient accounts 
for Indian delegations visiting Washington, aud 
discovering that money was paid for immoral pur- 
poses, and also because he had become thoroughly 
acquainted with the devices of the present Ring, 
and consistently exposed them. I was also s- 
sailed after my return from Red Cloud and 
Whetstone agencies, because I discovered the 

rossest fiauds and so reported to the Board. 

he Secretary of the Interior himself, after I 
had exposed the frauds of bis beef contracto-, 
tried to prejudice the minds of tbe Board against 
me, soi. iv with a view of destroying the value of 
my testimony. ‘This can be proved. He made 
ptivate statements to members of the Board 
which he dare not put on paper. He obtained 
surreptitiously one of my private letiers and had 
it copied and distributed to the members 
of the Board, hoping to excite a feeling that 
would drive me away. But io this he failed 
ignominiously. All these efforts cou'd have 
had only one effect, if successful, and that 
was to save his friends. the beef and flour con- 
tractors, from! the effects of a report which di- 
rectly implicated them in defrauding the Indi- 
Government. Mr. Brunot was 
alwave under fire, and I do not think Mr. De- 
lano will unwiilingly make public his interesting 
correspondence with him and with other mem- 


bers of the Executive and Purchasing Commit- | 


tees. 

These evidences of his hostility to the Board 
and its officers, its aims and purposes, while the 
1ing of plundering contractors were openly aided 
and sympathized with, disgusted the Board and 
caused them to resign, as they were powerless 
to render the services the country expected of 
them.
